The dnngor cones not from the devloe itself when oewpleted but fren 
the use of it's fuel. It le extremely flammable and, if the fuel 
tank Is allowed to run totally empty with no force behind it, it 
has the possibility of running back up Into the tank and exploding. 

In cnee of such explosion there will be little te bufcy, Or, there 
Is the possibility cf just being hurled several hundred feet, whereas 
a lengthy hospitul stay would probably be in order. 

If it sounds like we're trying to scare you, you're right. We went 
you to kr:ow straightforward that these devioes oen kill er malm 
you. They ere not toya, You also have to remember where you are 
using this. If you wsre to be using it around or near some highly 
floirmpble or txplor.lve materials this could well tcuoh them off end 
cause an even greater problem then knftiaa before. 

If you use tht straight , unjellied fuel you will just have e base flame 
ooffllsg out the end, With the jellied type it spurts and eplettere 
end itioka to whatever it hits. PLEASE BE VERY CAREFUL WITH THIS.

To use this simply fill your air tahk and fuel tank. Hold the steel 
by ths two handles and point downward, squeeze toe fuelhandle just 
a little to let Just a little fuel out.

After it lights, 
squeeze the fuel lino a aiklit second before squeezing the air line 
handle. It will first shoot out a foot or so and then the air will 
pick it up and bleat It downrange. Be prepared. This Is not for the 
Squeamish or weak of heart. It Is downright soary. It in best to 
strap this entire thing to a trae and operate It bytylng lines to ths 
handlss from very for away. Don*t take any chances with this as It
